Ottawa, June 11, (Special to the 
Recorder)—The calm before the pol¬ 
itical has ended and the storm will bi 
on with ever-increasing force for the 
next six weeks. 

Two-and-a-half million Canadian*-, 
it is estimated, have access to radio 
receivers in their homes and probab¬ 
ly a minimum of half a million lis¬ 
tened in on the trans-Canada hook¬ 
ups which broadcast both Prem'or 
King and Mr. Bennett in their open¬ 
ing speeches of the campaign. The 
Bennett hook-up embraced twenty 
stations from Cape Breton to Van¬ 
couver and reporto -received in the 
capital show that he and the premier 
were heard in the most remote out¬ 
posts of settlement. 

Provincial broadcasting will be us¬ 
ed throughout the campaign by both 
leaders while many candidates will 
make use of local stations to reach 
the public. There will be few nation¬

Ottawa, June 12, (Special to lh3 
Recorder)—We have become eo ac¬ 
customed to a reliable and system¬ 
atic mail service that even the slight 
est lapse Is considered by most peo¬ 
ple almost a deadly Insult. Very few 
of us stop to consider the numerous 
officials concerned or the tremen¬ 
dous detail necessary to this regular 
and efficient service. The post cfflc\ 
as a matter of history, is an interest¬ 
ing and intriguing study. 

At the Dominion Archives the~e is 
a document which is very illuminat¬ 
ing and instructive. It is a way bill 
of the courier carrying mail from 
Halifax toQ uebec in the winter of 
1811. It is addressed to "the several 
couriers on the route” and rends: 
'You are hereby ordered to use the ut 
most diligence in you respective rout¬ 
es to convey in safety and in the 
greatest possible speed the mail here 
with delivered to you. You are to 
show this way bill to the post mast¬ 
ers on your route who are required 
to note the day of the month and 
the exact time of the day of your ar¬ 
rival at their offices respectively, to¬ 
gether with the time when the mail 
Is given by them to set in motion 
with the name of the courier into 
whose charge it is given. And the 
courier will himself set down the 
time of hi3 arrival at and his de-

NEWSPAPERMEN’S VISIT 


an absence of winds nave crcutcu u 
more favorable crop outlook than 
existed ten days ago. 

During the last week in May con¬ 
tinued high winds caused soil drifting 
resulting -n widespread injury to 
growing crops in the central part of 
the province and in limited areas re- 
seeeding was necessary. It is im¬ 
possible at present to accurately es¬ 
timate the damage due to soil drift¬ 
ing. The degree in which severely 
blown fields will recover will depend 
upon the weather condition! of the 
next ten day3. There is considerable 
Injury to crops due to wlrcworms 
and cutworms and it may be stated 
that injury due to soil drifting and 
insect pests is slightly above the av¬ 
erage. 

Reports from the areas lyirg sn.th 
of Calgary and north of Edmont n 
continue to be most favorabl *. Mois¬ 
ture in the3e areas has been sufile- 
lent for present needs and th°y have 
not suffered from soil drifting as i l 
other part 8 of the province. 

A number of our correspondents re¬ 
port pasture fair and livestock in 
good condition. The hay crop how¬ 
ever, outside of the irrigated amas 
is likely to be below average. On the 
Irrigated lands .alfalfa i 3 making 
excellent progress.
